In 1853 the family moved to Bedford, 


and in 1863, Mr. Nelson enlisted in the 
service of his country in the 18th Penn- 
sylvania Cavalry, Company K, as a first 
lieutenant. While stationed at Fair- 
fax Court Hcusa, in February, 1353, 
they were attacked and overpowered by 
Mosety's guerrillas, and he received a 
serious wound in the shoulder and a 
more serious one in the right leg, ne- 
cessitating its amputation. He bought 
a farm and mill near Cessna in 1864 
and has resided there ever since. His 
home has always been reputed for its 
hospitality, and many are those who 
lave enjoyed it. 


Hon. John Nelson was elected asso- 


ciate judge of Bedford county in 1S7S 
and served for one term. He was a 
member of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, a Msson and an Odd Fellow. 
He has been confined to his house dur- 
ing recent years and has suffered al- 
most constantly as a result of his 
wounds, yet he has borne it manfully, 
presenting to friends and callers, of 
whom he h»d many, a hearty welcome 
to his home and deligh'ing to engage 
them in conveisition. His generosity 
is attested to by all who know him,and 
he will be sorely missed by the com- 
munity, in which he was a highly re- 
spected citizen. 


Mr. Nelson's grandfather emigrated 


from England before the Revolution 
and served throughout that historic 
struggle for independence as a fifer 
and soldier in Washington's army. 


The funeral service was conducted 


by his pautor, Rev. F. W. Roher, of 
the M. E. church, of Wolfsburg, after 
which the funeral ceremony of the 
Masonic order was performed by mem- 
bers of Bedford lodge, of which he was 
a life member. The genuine S07row 
revealed on every hand by the hun- 
dreds who gathered at Mt. Smith 
church to pay the last tribute of re- 
spect to the departed soltiier and citi- 
zen is abundant evidence of the es- 
teem in which he was held by all who 
knew him,

But 
this is an extraordinary case aud for tbia 
reason those who took such an active part 
in the movement deserve the more credit. 
The ladies gave their service aud the mer- 
chants gave their materials, such as soap, 
brushes, etc. Let us see why we think this 
was right and deserves commendation. 


First, we believe the people of Defiance 


will take care of their deserving poor and 
not allow them to suffer. 


Second, the people of Defiance have 


school advantages second only to those to 
be had in cities. This year we will have 
six schools right at onr doors where our 
children will be taught from the time they 
first enter school until they are prepared to 
enter college, all for $1 a year school tax. 


Third, the people who live m Ground 


Hog Valley pay just as much tax propor- 
tionately as we do, and do not have the 
same advantages we enjoy. 
No, not by a 


"jug 
full." If they want to send one of 


their children to the high school tbey are 
obliged to pay boarding, which at Defi- 
ance means anywhere from $1(1 to 110 a 
month. Yes, we pay our taxes, but wben 
we consider the greater advantages we 
enjoy ~we can not help but say tbat we can 
well allord to relieve the taxpayers in the 
remote parts of the district by reducing 
the expenditures at Defiance. 


Besides the financial part of it we have a 


building and school ground here of which 
we can justly be proud. 
Tbe directors ara 


doing all in their power to beautify the 
ground, but with all their efforts it will re- 
quire several years before they can do for 
us what we would like to have done, for 
the reason that other parts ot the district 
are as much in need of attention as Defi- 
ance. Shall we wait, then, on the board 
for five years, when, with a little effort on 
our part, we can relieve the situation in 
two years? No; surely not. 
We thank 


the board for the effort they are making 
and the taxpayers of the district for tbe 
interest they have shown in our behalf, 
and will show to them that we do appre- 
ciate a favor by putting onr shoulders to the 
wbeel and doing all in our power to make 
onr school ground a regular park, where 
not only the school children may enjoy 
themselves but where the older folk may 
wbile away many a summer evening. 


We would suggest that tbe Village Im- 


provement society resurrect itself and take 
up this matter as well as arrange for re- 
planting trees along the streets, repairing 
walks and making a more convenient way 
from Main street to Second street.

A Comrade Bears Testimony to His Courage 


and Klnduees. 


Death has again invaded our midst 


and taken away a beloved husband, a 
kind father and an upright and honest 
citizen. The writer his known Capt. 
Solomon S. Metzger since 1857, when 
we were thrown together, I as a mere 
stripling of a boy, ten years old; he a 
young man of 20. Since the time I 
have known him he has been the same 
kind, loving, generous man. Hia kind- 
ness toward his fellow-citizens will 
last in the memory of his friends until 
time is no more with them and hii 
name will not be forgotten in the next 
generation, for fathers and mothers 
will teach their children and tell them 
of this good man. As a soldier he was 
auperb. I have seen him when he was 
serving his country. There, as here, 
he was the same Sol. Metzger, faithful 
aud brave, doing his duty like a regu- 
lar soldier, always the first in the 
firing line and the last to leave it. A 
couple of incidents of his war record 
can here be recited 


At the battle of Drury's Bluff our 


regiment, the 55th, Pa., was severely 
engaged with the enemy. Ou that day 
we lost 446 men. Capt. Landgon's bat- 
tery (Regulars) had worked their way 
close to the firing line, too near for 
the safety of the battery. While there 
the battery had their horses shot down 
and the battery was in danger of cap- 
ture. Captain Metzger was ordered, 
with part of his company, to take the 
gun off the field. That order was obey- 
ed promptly, although shot and ahell 
and minie balls flew thick and fast 
carrying death all around. He with 
his men succeeded in hauling the gun 
off to a safe position. Again, at Cold 
Harbor, he was on the firing line until 
he was struck down by a Confederate 
bullet. I thought at the time it was 
his death wound. 
Again, in 1863, 


when onr regiment was at Beaufort, S 
C , he was adjutant of the regimjnt. 
There was an attack made en ths picket 
line at the extn me western end of the 
island 
All communication was cut 


off between heiJqnartersand the pick- 
et, and in order to open communica- 
tion the colonel ordered him to mount 
hia horse and ride out to the picket 
line, nine miles distant. The hour of 
his starting wae 9 at night. It was 
raining in torrenta. 
The road was 


infested with Confederates. Did he 
falter? N •; but rode through it all 
and in after years was told by one of 
the Confederates who was in hiding 
under a bridge that they could easily 
have shot him when he rode by; but 
did not want to alarm the troops at 
that time.

It Has Accomplished—Address by 


K»T. O. K. Sillier. 


Sunday morning Rev. 0. R. Millsr, 


of Washington, D. C., made »n addresa 
on the olj •><:*. and work of the Reform 
Burean, of which he is the field s"cre- 
tary. 


He stated that the Reform Bureau is 


a non-sectarian,non-partisan organ'zv 
tion with hesdqnartera at Washington, 
whose primary object ia to secure the 
passage by congress of important and 
much-needed reform legislation alcsg 
the line of temperance,Sabbath observ- 
ance, stricter divorce la'vs, anti-gam- 
bling, anti polygamy, etc. The bu- 
reau's past fuccess maybe seen iroii 
the fact that eight bills passed by con- 
gress were dr&wn up by it and intro- 
duced at i's request, and by it, with 
the he'p cf other reform nr(?a- iza'iri:? 
poshed through to flral success. He 
also mentioned several b?d bills whose 
defeat the Rifcim Bureau had se- 
cured.

working in the present congress for 
stronger national anti-gambling laws, 
a better Sabbsth lew for Washington, 
D. C., the ITcCcmber bill to suppress 
liquor sellirg in old soldiers,' homes 
and in all huildirga ow,red by the 
goveri.ment, the Hepburn inter-1 tite 
liquor bill to stop wholesale 1'quor 
dealers from another state shipping 
licfuors by express in the original p?ck 
ages to illegal liquor dealers in nc-U

Ac-cording to recent despatches the 


Russian army is in danger of being 
flanked and cut up in detail by the 
pursuing Japs. The reports say that 
the rear guard of General Kuropatkin's 
army haa been almost annihilated and 
that the Russians were compelled to 
abandon 200 cannon some of which were 
damaged in the firing and tha others 
disabled by order of the commander 
in-chief. 
Mukden is the objective 


point and both armies are racing for 
it, ao that the ability of the Japanese 
to flank or encircle any considerable 
body of Russians is conditioned on 
their ability to do more rapid march 
ing. 
The report that the Russian 


forces in Mukden are evacuating the 
position, if true, makes more immi- 
nent the destruction of Kuropatkin's 
army, assures a triumph for the Jap- 
anese, indicates that the Liao-Ysng 
fighting was more serious than has 
yet been indicated and will afford 
safe and commodious 
winter quar- 


ters to Field Marshal Oyama, also 
giving him practical control of two 
lines of railroad. The Kinchan-Sim 
minton line, which taps rich Japanese 
territory, is connected with Mukden 
by a few miles of good wagon road.
